He Shot Six Persons, and Wife, Uncle 
and Grandmother Were Killed. 



His Woand May Prove Fatal — When the 
Murderer Attacked His Wife She 
W’as Sitting; Up With the Ke. 
mains of Her Mother. 

Howard City, Mich., May 12.— Jos. 
Harvey Wednesday night killed his 
wife, his uncle, Robert Pierson, and 
his grandmother, and mortally wound- 
ed his three months’ old child and his 
father-in-law, John Logenslayer, r.nd 
finally shot himself, inflicting a wound 
which is expected to prove fatal. 

Harvey’s uncle and grandmother live 
a mile north of town. The murderer 
went there Wednesday evening. He 
as'icrts that Pierson, his uncle, was 
quarreling with his grandmother, and 
that he interfered; that whereunon 
Pierson stabbed and killed the old 
l;ui 3 ', aged 70. and that he (Harvey) re- 
taliated bj’ shooting his uncle. After 
shooting Pierson, Harvey stabbed him 
three times. 

Harvey then returned to his home, 
two miles southwest of town. Arriv- 
ing there he shot his wife tw ice, kill- 
ing her. He then fired at his three- 
months-old babj', the ball going into 
its arm. Ne.xt Harvey entered his 
tathcr-in-law’s room and shot him 
twice, inflicting, however, no fatal in- 
jury. He then turned the revolver on 
himself, sliooting himself in the neck. 
Harvey’s wife when attacked, was sit- 
ting up with the remains of her mother, 
who died Wednesday. 

The Pierson home presenU. a horri- 
ble appearance. Pierson’s body w’a;j 
found in a chair and that of the old 
ladj' on the floor clad only in night 
dress. There are signs of a desperate 
struggle between Harvey and his 
grandmother, but no indication of a 
tight between the two men. 

Harvey himself Thursday informed 
the sheriiT of the murders at Pierson’s 
house. He was then arrested for mur- 
dering his wife. He has nothing to 
say about the tragedies at his own 
home. There are strong threats of 
lynching. 

It transpires that Harvey, on reach- 
ing file l..: rne of his late moUier-in-law, 
said nothing about his terrible acts at 
Pierson’s house. He offered to sit up 
by the corpse of his wife’s mother. Ae- 
coraingly, the others retired. It wag 
4 o’clock Thursda 3 ’ morning w'hen 
Hary(; 3 ' went to his wife’s room and kill- 
ed her, and attempted to slay his baby 
and his father-in-law. He also fired at 
Miss Labard, a teacher '.vho boarded 
in the house, but without effect. Har- 
vey’s wound is serious, but he is cer- 
tain to recover. He was employed in 
a furniture factorj' and is onl 3 * 20 years 
of age. The cause of his terrible act 
has not been determined.

FREIGHT HANDLERS’ STRIKE. 

The Situation at ISufTalo .Assuming a Seri- 
ous .Aspect — 1 hey Demand .An In- 
crease of Wages. 

Buffalo, N. Y., May f.i.— The strike 
among the members of the Freight 
Handlers union at this port is gradu- 
all\' assuming a serious aspect. There 
are about 2.000 of those men pledged 
not to work for any contractor and 
man\* of these men are now on a strike. 
Originally a few of them went out in 
S3'mpathv with the grain shovelcrsand 
Thursday night it w'as believed that in 
case the scoopers gain their x>oint they 
will remain out until their difficulties 
have been satisfactoril 3 ' settled. 

At the Lehigh Valle 3 * docks the com- 
pany called in a lot of yardmen and 
other cmplo 3 ’cs to take the place ol 
the strikers. At the Central, Erie and 
other big docks the work was practic- 
ally at a standstill, the few freight 
handlers who were at work being non- 
union men. 

The freight handlers demand an in- 
crease of wages from 25 cents an hour, 
the present rate, to 30 cents an hour 
for working outside of the freight 
houses, and 20 an hour for inside woi'k. 
They also ask for the abolition of the 
contract K 3 *stem.

A ColliHioii on the Philadelphia & Reading 

Koad — Many Persoeg Were K.iiled 
and Injured. 

Reading, Pa., May 13. — A collision 
of passenger trains occurred on the 
Philadelphia 4Sc Reading railroad at 
Exeter, about six miles south of this 
cit 3 ' Frida 3 ' night and a great number 
of people were killed and injured. 
There is no telegraph office at Exeter 
and details therefore are difficult to 
obtain at this writing. The number 
killed is variously stated to be from 15 
to 25. Fully 50 others are injured. 

The regular express train from Potts- 
villc for Philadelphia is connected at 
the station in Reading with a train 
from Harrisburg, which was crowded 
with excursionists, who had been to 
the state capital to witness the cere- 
monies in connection with the unveil- 
ing Of the Hartranft monument. 

Many of the Harrisburg passengers 
at Reading went aboard the Philadel- 
phia expres.s but it being found that 
all eoul.i not be accommodated it was 
decided to send an extra train to Phila- 
delphia to run as the second section of 
the express. The extra train left 2C 
minutes later than the express. A’ 
E.xeter the e.xnress stopped for orders 
and while standing still the extra 
train crashed into it while moving at 
great speed. 

Three of the rear cars of the express 
were telescoped and the first car of the 
extra train was also wrecked. The 
p:issengcrs in these cars were terribly 
mangled, man}' being killed outright, 
while others had limbs and bodies 
maiineu. Word was at once sent Ic 
Reading and a special train with ph}'- 
sicians and nurses w.as sent to the 
scene as quickl}’ as it could possibl}' be 
put in readiness. 

Exeter is a flag station and has no 
telephone communication. It is stated 
that the passengers on the second train 
were mostU' from Morristown, and that 
several from the borough were killed 
and man}' injured. 

United States Senator Boies Penrose 
aqd Gen. E. Burd Grubb were passen- 
gers on the wrecked train. The x'car 
end of the car in which they were rid- 
ing was crushed aud the two gentle- 
men, though badl}' shaken up, were 
uninjured. Senator Pem’osc did not 
know how man}' of the passengers of 
the lear cars were killed or injured, 
but said when the train left the scene 
those needing attention were being 
cared for by physicians and 
residents of the neighborhood. 
He said he learned that several 
were killed and many badly injured, 
but as to the number he could not say. 
A few of those whose injuries were 
slight came on the train to Philadel- 
phia. but the train left soon after the 
accident and the more seriously in- 
jured were left at the scene and were 
to be sent to Reading. 

The second relief train left Exeter 
at 2:50 a. m. Saturday. It brought tc 
Reading 20 additional bodies. The 
names are not yet known. Mo>t ol 
the seriously injured were brought 
here on the first relief train. The rest 
of the injured were taken to Potts- 
town and Morristown, 

The northbound track has beem clear- 
ed and the first train through to this 
city from Philadelphia was the Buffalo 
express which left Philadelphia a1 
11:30 p. in. 

EX-GOV. R. P. FLOWER DEAD. 

lie Bernnie 111 in the Kastport Country 

Club, Kaxtport, L. 1., and Died Within 
a Few Hours of Heart Fa'ilure. 

New Yolk, May 13. — Former Gov. 
Roswell P. Flower died Friday night 
at 10:30 at the Eastport Country club, 
at Eastport. L. I. Mr. Flower was 
taken ill early in the day with a severe 
attack of acute indigestion. In the 
afternoon symptoms of heart failure 
supervened and he grew steadily worse 
until the time of his death. The attack 
of heart failure was accompanied 
by a fainting spell and Mr. 
Flower’s family in New' Y’ork city 
were quickly notified. Mrs. Flower 
and the former governor’s nephew, 
Frederick S. Flower, accompanied by 
Dr. Thomas H. Allen, Mr. Flower’s physi- 
cian, left at once on a special train for 
Eastport. When they arrived there 
Mr. Flower had somewljat recovered 
but Friday night the attack of heart 
failure was marked and Mr. Flower 
became unconscious an hour or more 
before his death.
